WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 
The Administration is propos- 
ing the creation of a little | 
cabinet on science to establish | 
over-all governmental policy 
for scientific research and de- 


velopment. 

This planned major reorgan- 
ization is an outgrowth of the 
reappraisal of the nation’s 
scientific effort which followed 
the launching of the first So- 
viet satellite last year. 

Out of the reappraisal grew 
the general conclusion among 
science officials and advisers 
in the Administration that the 
government’s present scientif- 
ic effort is too unco-ordinated 
and without the necessary 
leadership to establish over-all 
policy for the individual re- 
search departments 

The proposal is to create a 
new committee which would be 
known as the Federal Council 
on Science and Technology. On 
the committee would serve top 
officials of departments and 
agencies involved in scientific 
research, such as the Defense 
Department, the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission, the National 
Science Foundation and De- 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare 
Would Be Headed by Killian. 

The council would be headed 
by Dr. James R. Killian Jr., 
who has been serving for the 
last year as special assistant to 
President Eisenhower for 
science and technology 

The proposed reorganization 
is scheduled to be made public 
by the White House this week- 
end, along with an expected 
executive order from the Presi- 
dent calling for the plan to be 
put into effect. 

The proposal is 


the result 


of several months of study by 
a special task force of the 
President's science Advisory 
Committee. which for the last 
year has been surveying all 
aspects of the nation’s scien- 
tific effort. The task force was 
headed by Dr. Emanuel R 
Piore, director of research of 
International Business Ma- 


chines Corp., who is a member 
of the Science Advisory Com- 
mittee and has been one of 
Dr. Killian’s chief deputies 

For the last year, the advis- 
ory committee, under Killian’s 
direction, has been acting in 
effect as the policy maker for 
governmental support of re- 
search and development 

It has been recognized with- 
in the committee, however, 
that this was a temporary ex- 
pedient and that the. commit- 
tee members, drawn from pri- 
vate and academic life, could 
not be expected to continue to 
devote so much time to gov- 
ernmental problems 

Council’s Responsibilities. 

As a more permanent solu- 
tion, therefore, it has been pro- 
posed that the policy-making 
function be given to the new 
council and the 18-man advis- 
ory committee permitted to re- 
turn to an advisory capacity 

The council would be re- 
sponsible for establishing long- 


range plans for science and 
technology, establishing gen- 


eral levels of government sup- 
port of research and develop- 
ment and pinpointing the areas 
of research needing more at- 
tention. As a top-level group 
it also could stand as a buffer 


between the individual agen- 
cies and the Budget Bureau, 
which committee members 


feel in the past has played too 
large a role in dictating the 
financial support of research. 

The proposal also may have 
the political effect of heading 
off recurring suggestions in 
several quarters that a new De- 
partment of Science be created 
in the government. Creation ot 
such a department is generally 
opposed by committee mem- 
bers and science officials with- 
in the government on grounds 
that it would lead to a too cen- 
tralized, bureaucratic control 
over scientific activities. 


Until now the only formal 
co-ordination of the wide- 
spread scientific activities of 


government agencies has been 
through the Inter-departmental 
Committee on Research and 
Development, established in 
1947. 

The committee, composed 
generally of lower-rank offi- 
cials than the proposed council, 
has served more to co-ordinate 
research activities and avoid 
duplication than to formuiaie 
scientific policies

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24 
(UPI) — President Eisenhower 
appeared today to be moving 
toward closer co-operation with 
Congress in the field of for- 
eign relations and military 
preparedness. 

The President agreed in a 
letter released yesterday to let 
“appropriate officers of the 
executive branch” give the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com. 
mittee broad briefings on Unit- 
ed States world posture. 

Mr. Eisenhower made the 
statement in a letter to Com. 
mittee Chairman Theodore 
Francis Green (Dem.), Rhode 
Island. 

Green wrote the President 
Dec. 16 saying that the com- 
mittee would like to back up 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles’s annual testimony on 
world affairs with “testimony 
concerning the state of our 
military defenses and the state 
of our economic relations with 
the rest of the world.” 

Green said it would be im- 
portant for the committee to 
“acquire an intelligent evalua- 
tion of our world posture as it 
is related to that of the Soviet 
bloc.” 

In agreeing, Mr. Eisenhower 
said he had asked Dulles to 
co-ordinate this matter so that 
the officials concerned may 
meet with your committee at 
a mutually satisfactory time.” 

Green said the committee 
plans to hold hearings on the 
following general fields: The 
status of United States rela- 
tions with other nations; United 
States defense capabilities; eco- 
nomics and foreign policy, in- 
cluding Soviet bloc trade and 
aid activities; intelligence esti- 
mates, including those of So- 
viet intentions and capabilities, 
and the rise of nationalism in 
Asian and African nations. 


SWEDISH-RED TRADE PACT 


STOCKHOLM, Dec. 24 (AP) 
—Two weeks of talks have re- 
sulted in a trade agreement 
between Sweden and Russia 
Trade exchange between the 
two countries will be consid- 
erably increased. The agree- 
ment is valid for three years, 
and beginning with 1959 Swe- 
den will import Soviet goods

nois. 

The inereases in bodily in- 
jury and property damage 
rates will amount to $2,085,000 
in the state, Gerber said, The 
reduction in premiums on 
physical damage policies will 
be about $1,210,000, he said 

The reduction in rates was 
based on the reports of about 
250 companies represented by

Increase Criticized. 

Criticism of the higher rate

Would Hold 
Up Downtown Proj- 
ect, Engineers Say. 


Replacement of an important 
water main in the downtown 
area may be delayed tor one 
year if a proposed increase in 
water rates postponed 90 
days, engineers for the city's 
water division said today 

The main to be replaced is 
a 6-inch pipe aiong Ninth 
street in the congested area. 
A 20-inch main is contem- 
plated to tie in with mains of 
the same size at Washington 
avenue and at Market street. 

The larger main is necessary 
to provide better pressure and 
circulation in the area, engi- 
neers said 

Need for Increased Rates. 

Money for improvements and 
replacements to the water sys- 
tem must come from increased 
artes, studies made for the city 
by outside consultants have 
shown. The present rates, un- 
changed for 40 years, are 
scarcely sufficient for opera- 
tion purposes, they reported, 

One of the firms of consult- 
ing engineers, Black and 
Veatch of Kansas City, told 
Water Commissioner Conway 
B. Briscoe in a letter yesterday 
that a 90-day delay in increas- 
ing rates would cost the city 
about $500,000 in revenue 
which is needed for improve- 
ments and replacement work. 

Briscoe said this money 
would be needed for the Ninth 
street project, which the de- 
partment hoped to complete in 
1959. The loss of this revenue 
by the delay would set back 
the Ninth street main replace-

ment for a year, he estimated. 
Requested Delay. 

A 90-day delay in establish- 
ing the new rates was re- 
quested by the Chamber of 
Commerce and Associated In- 
dustries at recent hearing be- 


fore an aldermanic committee 
which is studying measures for 
the rate increase.

BERLIN. 


HE STABLE AT BETHLEHEM, where the world’s hope 
was born, was a mean enough place, so perhaps one should 
not be too astonished by the mean shabbiness of Marian- 


felde refugee camp, which is the birthplace of new hope for 
several thousand men and women every week. 


This is the first stop for 
most of those who “vote with 
their feet,’ as the free Ber- 
liners say, against the Com- 
munist slave state in East Ger- 
many. Nowadays, almost all 
the East German refugees go 
to Marianfelde, for free Ber- 
lin is the only easy escape 
route still open. 

In this bureaucratic age, all 
states, whether slave or free, 
feel compelled to “process” 
and pigeonhole their cNizens. 
When men and women are be- 
ing “processed,” the effect pro- 
duced is always and every- 
where the same. You think 
at once of the novels of Kaf- 
ka, and of “Little Man, What 
Now?” and of Menotti’s “Con- 
sul” and all the other works 
that have sardoni¢tally or pity- 
ingly portrayed this entirely 
modern phenomenon the 
helpless entanglement of or- 
dinary people in the strange, 
inhuman, paper-built machin- 
ery of the state. 

Depressing Setting.

F you have no bittersweet memories of the last war and are 
concerned only with what is now directly going on in our | 
lives, you really should turn away from this little piece. 


If, however, you do have a stake in this time of the past, 


this column may have some interest for you. 


And possibly it 


might even have some not entirely sentimental value simply as 
a recollection of things that have gone. 


The only point really is that 
this London of Christmastime, 
1958. is still here, in all its 
solidity and in all its basic 
decency, just as it was here in 
dark Christmas of 15 
years ago. 

Then, German bombs were 
still coming down in the night- 
time, though the truly great 
blitz was over and done. Then, 
an absolute blackness wrapped 
this city — and much else in 
England, too. No light shone 
anywhere then. 

There was, however, much 
good comradeship then, among 
the free Poles, the Australians, 
the Canadians, the British and 
the Americans—all who were 
here then in the crisis for what 
we call the free way of life. 

Common Errand. 

This 
tests then — the bombs, the 
fires, the unforgettable cries of 
the air raid sirens, the natural 
strain of mixing so many dif- 
ferent peoples all here on the 
common errand of making war. 

It was, of course, in 1943 a 
purely defensive war-making, 
but the Allies were slowly mar- 
shaling on this island the vast 
angry pile of assault that was 
at length to be flung across the 
English channel against Hitler 
and his people. 

That Christmas was a grim 
holiday, for no one could know 
what the end would be in a war 
that seemed then to have no

Finland is a vast evergreen forest. On 
Christmas Eve—to an eye higher than hawk- 
high—it seems a single huge conifer, its 
upper branches flecked with Arctic snow, a 
million-candled yule-tree twinkling on top of 
the world with the North Star for its finial. 
After dusk, the Finns emerge from their 
doors, carrying lighted candles, to join their 
neighbors in processions through the forests 
to the church-yards. There other candles are 
lit, one on each grave. The Finns understand 
that Christmas is the feast of love running 
through past, present and future. And we 
may envy them their walk through the snow. 

Such a quiet interlude seems necessary 
after “the Christmas rush.” During the Ad- 
vent weeks, supposedly a preparation for the 
feast of the Child in the crib, we have been 
wearied by the premature playing of the 
carols, offended by such gaucheries as the 
‘Jingle Rock.” Childish faith has been assailed 
by men in sleazy red in streets and stores. 
Since Thanksgiving Day and longer, shop 
windows have been decorated with holiday 
wreaths calculated to sell black-lace negligees 
and perfume. On drab walls, strings of garish 
electric lights—more convenient than warm- 
melting candles which must be guarded like 
joy itself—have been competing with the 
neon of taverns and used car lots. Only 20 
shopping days left, only 10, only 5, so ran 
the warning as though these were the all- 
important days—and never mind “the 12 days 
of Christmas.” Paste, fake and tinsel. 

Yet much of this—but certainly not the 
‘Jingle !ock’’—is as necessary as the aromatic 
rites of the kitchen where fruit cake, leb- 
kuchen and marzipan have been baking and 
where the big turkey soon will be roasting. 
lf the world is in peril of bombs, it is more 
salutary than ever to exchange a few words 
with friends afar. That means card counters. 
Gifts mean gift counters. (He who is not 
minded to give his wife a frou-frou feather 
boa may buy her a kettle, and she need send 
for none of the coy novelties listed in the 
catalogues of those miniature mail-order 
houses which go by such names as The Old 
Village Store.)

This is the children’s season. That means 
toy counters. They always offer variety and 
excitement. (Adults may be almost as well 
satisfied with silver paper and gold ribbon 
as with what they splendorize.) But these pre- 
liminaries can turn Christmas into a day of 
exhaustion. So even though we do not walk 
with the Finns, we yearn for the moment of 
insight which turns tinsel into true gold. 

Somehow, this moment always comes. Sun- 
days radio commercials, for example, were 
broken by the Christmas broadcast of the 
NATO Atlantic Command from Norfolk, Va. 
Gray warships and dreary docks do not make 
a Christmas scene. That was forgotten, how- 
ever, when young voices—cadets from the 
Naval Air Station at Pensacola—bravely sang: 
“Jesus brothe strong and good, was 
born in a stable rude.” Between the songs, 
children of all the nations of the West told 
how Christmas is celebrated in their homes. 
These were the simple tidings of comfort 
and joy. The heart leaped. The eve moistened. 
The spirit of Christmas was kindled again.

Anachronism 


A United States district court ruling in 
Miami, ruling invalid a Florida Constitutional 
provision for school segregation, again con- 
firms the inevitable. But it also serves as a 
reminder for Missouri. This state’s Consti- 
tution -still contains a provision (Article 9, 
Section la) stating: “Separate schools shall be 
provided for white and colored children, ex- 
cept in cases otherwise provided for by law.” 
This provision is dead in law and forgotten 
in practice in Missouri, but technically it has 
not been buried, and it ought to be. Section 
la makes poor reading today. 


Improvement Plus Shotguns 


Director of Corrections Carter’s annual re- 
port on Missouri's penal system reveals some 
commendable gains toward the concept of re- 
habilitation, which over the years has been 
largely ignored by those who ran the state 
penitentiary. But overall the report suggests 
to us that Mr. Carter’s department still is 
spending a major part of its time on what 
should be routine matters of housekeeping 
and security. 

The Director quite properly points up im- 
provements to inmate morale resulting from 
an interviewing and counseling office in the 
penitentiary. In the next breath he is dis- 
cussing the feat of replacing a variety of shot- 
guns, “some of them 20 years old,” with mod- 
ern weapons—almost as if he gave equal 
weight to the two achievements. Providing 
modern security tools is a custodial matter 
that ought to be handled as routine. Custody 
is important, but it ought to be subordinated 
to the rehabilitative aspect of prison. 

This is not an isolated case. The report is 
a curious mixture of routine with more im- 
portant achievements. In part this can be ex- 
plained by the fact some personnel improve- 
ments required statutory changes which were 
not made until last year. Implementation of 
the 1957 retirement law permitting the re- 
placement of many elderly guards by younger 
men is one such item, and probably it was 
proper to this year’s report. 

But nowhere in the report is there the

spark of an idea for providing Missouri with 
the kind of enlightened, purposeful system 
that California could boast about when Earl 
Warren was Governor. California operated 
on the principle that, since most of its in- 
mates sooner or later would return to society, 
its job was to prepare them to be useful and 
productive members of that society. A simi- 
lar idea may be in the back of Director Car- 
ter’s mind, but if it is, Missouri still has a 
long way to go. 


Santa Brings a Balanced Budget 


The White House has jumped the gun with 
its announcement of a balanced federal 
budget. Two years ago the budget announce- 
ment came Jan. 16, 1957 and the announce- 
ment for the current fiscal year ending next 
June 30 was made last Jan. 13. 

Thus the budget announcement for 1959-60 
comes three weeks earlier this time, before 
Congress meets and before the text of the 
budget is available for reading and analysis. 
Why” 

It is hard to see any other motivation than 
politics. Key Republicans manifestly were 
tipped off so laudatory comments could ac- 
company the announcement. Former Speaker 
Martin, now leader of the House Republicans, 
says enthusiastically: “It is refreshing to re- 
alize that the budget is in balance.” Meade 
Alcorn, still licking his November election 
wounds, speaks out cheerily: “This emphasizes 
again the deep and continuing concern of this 
Administration in maintaining fiscal integrity 
and responsibility and in combatting infla- 
tion.” Others on the Republican side hit the 
same happy note. 


Certainly Congressman Martin knows that 
his comment is meaningless. In the first place 
the budget is now out of balance to the tune 
of 12 billion dollars. That is the current defi- 
cit and it is one reason so much investment 
money has been pouring into the Stock Mar- 
ket. People know that a 12-billion dollar defi- 
cit is a strong impetus to inflation and they 
are trying to protect themselves. So much 
for the present budget. 


The future budget is not in balance just 
because the White House says it is. It will 
be in balance only if the revenues are ade- 
quate to meet the costs of the governmental 
programs approved by the President and by 
Congress. Insofar as the Eisenhower expecta- 
tion can be understood now, it anticipates ap- 
parently an increase of nine billion dollars 
in revenue under present taxes. It anticipates 
also apparently a heavy cut in governmental 
programs. 

The latter can be evaluated only when they 
are set forth in detail. The former may or 
may not materialize. In short, all this is too 
problematical for any worthwhile judgment 
on the “balanced budget” assertion relayed 
by Press Secretary Hagerty. And, the Demo- 
crats are little better off talking about new 
taxes that will be needed to make it balance. 
The issue depends on what President Eisen- 
hower actually proposes 

Meantime, if the President wants to claim 
a balanced but undisclosed budget from July 
1, 1959 to June 30, 1960, before Congress has 
even met, much less done its work and ad- 
journed, the country will be treated to three 
weeks of political debate on an indefinite 
proposition. This will hardly prove instructive. 


Campaign for the Seat Belt 


When the United States Public Health Serv- 
ice, the National Safety Council and the 
American Medical Association join in a cam- 
paign the country ought to stop, look and 
listen long enough to find out what it is 

The campaign in which these three health 
and safety organizations have joined is to 
popularize the use of seat belts in automobiles. 
They have compiled some impressive data on 
how seat belts keep automobile passengers 
from being thrown through windshields and 
otherwise hurtled out of cars, thus greatly in- 
creasing the probability of escape without dis- 
figuring or fatal injuries in collisions. 

The joint sponsors of the seat belt campaign 
say that that safety appliances “‘are no anti- 
dote for carelessness, nor can their use pre- 
vent traffic tragedy,” but that they do offer a 
way “to minimize the tragic results of high- 
way accidents and save life and limb.”’ 

Doubtless many of those who will be killed 
in traffic accidents over the holiday weekends 
might have survived if the drivers ‘had in- 
stalled safety belts in their cars. 


The Governor and Earnings Tax 


Gov. Blair’s attitude toward the St. Louis 
City Administration’s earnings tax bill may 
be tactically reasonable, but over the long run 
it ¢s strategically unsound and hardly in the 
best interest of the state or its largest city. 

The Governor says he will be glad to do 
what he can to get the earnings tax measure 
through the Legislature provided that the St. 
Louis legislative delegation can agree on what 
provisions it wants in the act. But if the 
delegation splits, the city can expect no sup- 
port from the Chief Executive. 

Actually, all the Governor is doing is an- 
nouncing the generally accepted legislative 
ground rules at Jefferson City. In local ques- 
tions, local wishes generally can be accommo- 
dated if the particular Senators and Repre- 
sentatives involved can agree on a remedy. 
The earnings tax proposal, however, involves 
complexities that make it an awkward fit for 
the Governor's pat formula. 

True enough, the split among members of 
the city’s legislative delegation was largely 
responsible for defeat of the measure at last 
spring’s special session. That split still exists. 
Mayor Tucker and those members of the dele- 
gation who are willing to support the city in 
its hour of need would be prudent to see 
what they can do to heal it, even if this means 
trimming their sights somewhat. 

But there is an important outside factor to 
be considered. St. Louis county, which has 
historically opposed the earnings tax, now is 
a Democratic county with a 6-to-3 Democratic 
majority in the lower house. ‘That may make 
a difference in the State Administration's at- 
titude. For a fight over the city’s earnings 
tax bill could become, not a battle within the 
city’s delegation, but a battle between city- 
county Democrats. 

Gov. Blair is governor of all the state; and 

Louis, its principal city, is the center of 
Missouri’s largest concentration of taxable 
wealth. On that basis alone, the city is essen- 
tial to the state. For if St. Louis is hurt the 
whole state ultimately will tend to feel it. 
The Governor, ought to throw the full weight 
of his office behind the City Administration's 
proposals; or if he feels he cannot do so in 
good conscience for whatever reason, then it 


would seem that he is duty-bound to produce

But at that time the entire 
state population was slightly 
more than 370.000, and travel 
was either on horseback or 
afoot. Today, with great num- 
bers of sportsmen invading 
the forests. fields, and streams 
over a network of good roads 
and rapid transportation facili- 
ties, it is a near miracle that 
any game has survived. 

At one time the entire deer 
herd in the state had dwindled 
to about 125 animals. During 
the recent six-day gun season 
13.369 deer fell to the hunters’ 
guns. This set a modern-day 
record and the herd is rapid- 
ly increasing. It is entirely pos- 
sible that another day or so 
will be added to the 1959 sea- 
son because of the upsurge in 
whitetail population 

Unlike the animals in the 
northern and western § states, 
deer do not “yard” in Missou- 
ri during the winter months 
In some states when the snows 
are deep the animals “yard,” 
or herd together, over a small 
area and many of them must 
be fed artificially or they 
starve. In this state the browse 
and acorns are in plentiful sup- 
ply and the animals come 
through the mild winters in 
sleek condition. It is possible, 
however, that the population 
will in time reach a maximum 
figure and steps will be taken 
tea reduce the herd in keeping 
with the food supply. This 
will result in a longer season 
and perhaps a liberalization of 
the one-deer limit now in 
ettect 


Quail Plentiful 


The quail season closes Det 
31. and many of the hunters 
are of the opinion that it has 
been the most successful in 
more than a decade. Some have 
said that it was the best in 
their memory The excessive 
rainfall in June and July was 
detrimental.to the first hatch 
but the second was highly suc- 
cessful. Many half-grown birds 
were found when the season 
opened on Nov. 10 but by late 
November and early Decem- 
ber thev had _ attained full 
growth and were plump, fast- 
flving birds, : 

If the winter months are 
mild and there are no pro- 
longed sleet and snow storms 
to reduce their numbers, the 
carry-over of brood stock will 
he in excess of the previous 

ear. And, if the weather con 
ditions are kind during next 
vear'’s hatching and _ rearing 
months, sportsmen can _ look 
forward to another year with 
pleasant anticipation.

Some 90 
per cent of the ducks killed in 
Missouri are mallards. Many 
duck hunters consider this sea- 
son slightly below par but the 
goose population perhaps has 
been larger than in the several 
previous years. The Missouri 
waterfowl season closes Jan. 1: 
Illinois, Dec. 26 and Arkan- 
sas, Jan. 15 

Bass fishing in. both the 
Streams and lakes was more 
productive this vear than usual 
but jack salmon ‘walleve) were 
in short supply. White bass, on 
the impoundments, were scarcer 
than they have been in many 
years. Carp invaded the Cur- 
rent and Eleven Points rivers 
in large numbers — the first 
time in the history of these 
clear, cold, spring-fed streams 
A 12-pound black bass was 
taken from Bull Shoels in Ar- 
kansas — perhaps close to an 
Arkansas-Missouri-Illinois rec-

Weather is the controlling 
factor in wildlife survival. If 
the streams are at flood stage 
and carrying a large amount 
of silt, the spawn of the fish 
is lost. Rain at the wrong time 
causes a high mortality ratio 
of young quail. Drouth in the 
Canadian provinces sharply af- 
fects the survival of voung 
ducks. This rule holds true on 
all species of game. The pres- 
ent prospects for 1959 are ex- 
cellent. But the final results 
depend entirely on next year's 
weather conditions

ANSWERS TO QUIZ 

1. South jumps to six spades. 
Once East makes his pre-emp- 
tive five-club call, North-South 
are unable to investigate slam 
possibilities accurately. Since 
there should be a play for 12 
tricks even if North has a min- 


imum hand, South bids the 
slam. 


2. East defeats declarer by 
gaining a trick with the single- 
ton, trump king. The play to 
the first trick places declarer 
with the nine of clubs, so East 
cashes the ace of clubs and 
follows with the ace of dia- 
monds. Now he does not lead 
a third club, for it is most un- 
likely that West will be able 
to overruff declarer. Further- 
more, when South learns that 
West does not hold the trump 
king ‘being unable to overruff 


the seven-spot), he will next 
refuse the trump finesse, in- 
stead leading a heart to the 


ace, dropping East's lone king 
and making game. 

East therefore leads a dia- 
mond at trick four, even 
though he knows that South 
should hold the king on the 
bidding. Now declarer is much 
more likely to try the trump 
finesse, which loses for down 
one.

IT WAS CHRISTMAS MORNING and a crust of old 
snow rusted against the curbs. The late morning sun 
plastered weak gold against the spires of the churches. 
The sky was big and blue and empty and cold. In St. 

ee John’s Church, Father 
Peter Kramer closed the 
gospel. He was old and 
thin and his time was 
gone. His pale eyes 
looked over the crowded 
church and saw the bright 
hats, the sprigs of pine 
on fur collars, the faces 
bright and dull and 
shiny and lined. 

He crooked a finger. 
“Theresa,” he said, “come 
up here and sit at the 
altar.” A little girl came 
up from the back of the 
church.

The old eyes saw all the 
standees in the back. He 
tried hard not to be par- 
tial to children, but he 
couldn't help it. “Alice, 
The youngsters obeyed. They came

up and sat crouched at the altar rail. 

“Let us,” he said to the assemblage, “speak about 


Christmas.” The people settled in the pews. In the si- 
lence, coughs were heard. “Let me tell you about Christ- 
mas,” the old priest said, “when I was a boy.” Everybody 
knew that Father Peter Kramer, O. Carm, had been born 
in Germany. Now he was pastor of St. John’s Church in 


Leonia, N.J. This was to be his last stop. All he had 
left of Germany was a little accent. 
“We lived in a village,” he said. “We went 


to bed early. Also the mother and the father. 
The house was cold at night and we shivered at 
our prayers and hurried to get down deep be- 
tween the quilts. On Christmas eve, we shut our 
eyes but we could not go to sleep. We squirmed, 
we scratched, we sighed. 


“Good Saint Nicholas would be setting up a tree 
downstairs in the sitting room and he would put presents 
of sleds and skates and candy and new sweaters around 
it and then he would close the folding doors and be gone 
into the sky. Sometimes, deep in the pillow, I thought I 
could hear his silvery bells. And once I was sure I heard 
his deep booming laugh. ; 

“At 5 o’clock, my mother awakened us. She knocked 
on the door and said: ‘Everybody up. Merry Christmas.’ 
You might think that we rushed downstairs to look at 
the presents. How our hearts ached to do this. But it 
was not to be. 

“First we had to wash. Then we had to dress in 
our Sunday best. Then downstairs, where my father in- 
spected every last one. All of us looked at the closed 
folding doors, but we knew better than- to say anything. 
My father always made the same speech. ‘This,’ he said, 
‘is Our Lord’s birthday. First we go to wish Him happy 
birthday, then we come back and see if good Saint Nicholas 
cares to remember naughty children.’ 

“My mother gave each of us a tall candle. It was 
lit and held in the right hand. It was still dark when 
we started out to church, all the children in front start- 
ing with the youngest, with mother and father in the back. 
Almost always we had snow in that part of Germany. We 
walked down the roads, listening to the squeak of the 
snow and shielding the candle light with the left hand, 


“The church was on the highest hill because 
man always reaches upward to God. As we mount- 
ed the hill, we could see people on all the roads 
leading to the church. All of them held candles. 
It was like watching five rivers of fire. For a 
brief moment, I would forget the presents back 
home. 


“We knelt by the manger and we adored the Baby. 
We could smell the damp straw and see the sheep who 
kept Him warm. We watched Mary and Joseph bend 
over the little crib and, from our own home, we knew 
how natural that was. 

“When mass was over, we started back toward home. 
Again the little ones in front, the big ones behind. The 
little feet wanted to go faster, but the big feet wouldn’t 
let them. It seemed forever, that walk back. When we 
got there, my father kissed us one and all and said ‘Merry 
Christmas’ and then he opened the folding doors. What 
an excitement that was! My little stomach was so knotted 
with joy that I could not eat breakfast. 

“This is what is was like, in my time. I do not 
like to trouble you with my recollections, but I cannot 
think of anything else on this Christmas morning.” 

That was 20 years ago. Father Kramer is gone, but

Critic Finds Charles Boyer and Claudette Colbert Hilarious, and ‘Suzie Wong’ Has France Nuyen

NEW YORK, Dec. 24 

THE ORNAMENTS on the 
Broadway Christmas tree range 
from the tinselly and tinkly to 
the exquisitely wrought. Of the 
32 shows now on the boards in 
the teeming theatrical district, 
four that I managed to catch 
at the start of a hectic eight 
days of theater going are illus- 
trative. 

Of the plays, two of the big 
box-office hits are, strangely 
enough, about sex. “The Mar- 
riage Go-Round” at the Plym- 
outh, is. audacious and enor- 
mously funny. The basis of this 
charade by Leslie Stevens is 
as earthy, and about as subtle, 
as a smoking car story. A tall 
and very. voluptuous Viking 
goddess named Julie Newmar 
towers over a happily married 
professor of cultural anthro- 
pology and announces that she 
has selected him to be the 
father of her “perfect” child. 
Then she spends the rest of 
the evening slithering about in 
such things as an extraordin- 
ary backless, but not quite 
frontless leotard, or a devas- 
tating white sweater, or maybe 
just a bath towel fetchingly 
draped, trying to incite his 
motor into running. 

Against the backdrop of this 
mental—and physical — strip- 
tease, the author has juxta- 
posed the wry and graceful 
comments on the ¢linical as- 
pects of the situation by two 
very civilized people, the pro- 
fessor and his wife, who is a 
dean of women at the college 
in question. And this is where 
Mr. Stevens is fortunate in hav- 
ing too such immensely skillful 
people as Charles Boyer and 
Claudette Colbert to keep this 
feather of a plot dexterously 
wafting through the air. 

Whenever the lush Miss 
Newmar becomes too over- 
whelming for a mere man to 
withstand, Mr. Boyer walks 
quickly off the marriage-go- 
round. a revolving stage with 
about four sets, to a lectern at 
stage right and proceeds with 
his lecture on anthropology, 
rationalizing his behavior in 
dry, detached tones, and with 
great wit. When Miss Colbert 
takes a few steps into a room 
where her husband and the 
Valkyrie threat are on a couch 
and is abruptly halted by a 
chemical change in the atmos- 
phere of the room, she is apt 
to step to another lectern at 
stage left and confide in the 
ladies of the audience about 
her problem, with mocking 
good humor, a bubbling satiric 
point of view. 

Both Mr. Boyer and Miss 
Colbert have great charm and 
are deft, keenly intelligent and 
graceful actors. It is hard to 
tell whether the wit lies in the 
script or mostly in the way 
they handle it, but in any 
event the result is consistently 
hilarious. I hope they'll still 
be in this when it comes to 
St. Louis, for they will be ter- 
rifically hard for any other 
actors to follow. 

Paul Osborn’s romantic dra- 
ma. “The World of Suzie 
Wong,” at the Broadhurst res- 
surects an imperishable liter- 
ary reliable, the harlot. of the 
tender heart. Suzie, a Hong 
Kong girl, may be every sail- 
or’s sweetheart, but she is good 
to her mother and child and 
has strong instincts for mono- 
gamy. She wants to be true to 


one man, an _ impoverished 
Canadian artist, living, like 
Toulouse-Latrec, in the dive 


so he can paint the subjects. 
The artist, of course, is a noble 
soul who won't lay a hand on 
her, no matter how tantalizing 
she is. because he loves her 
too much, or something.

Joshua Logan's brazenly bold 
and colorful direction, Jo Miel- 
ziner’s lush and flamboyant 
sets and the exquisite France 
Nuyen as Suzie. Vive la France! 
With her softly clinging allure, 
such scenes as in a crimson-lit 
house of joy, and Mr. Logan’s 
unshakable conviction that all 
Chinese prostitutes are beauti- 
ful, how can the play miss? 


The play should have been 
cut off half way through the 
second (and last) act. For once 
the burning question of wheth- 
er the hero will finally succumb 
to Suzie and still reconcile his 
principles is settled, it goes 
dramaticaly down hill, an anti- 
climax added to jerk a tear or 
two for the golden-hearted Su- 
zie. William Shatner manages 
to make the artist more hu- 
manly creditable than he de- 
serves, and Ron Randell is di- 
verting as a dissolute English- 
man. 

A controversial play, as to its 
reception, is Sean O'Casey’s 
“Shadow of a Gunman,” at the

of the famous Actors’ Studio, 
celebrated as the home of The 
Method and incubator of such 
actors as Marlon Brando, Jim-

Brooks Atkinson of the New 
York Times called it “a mas- 
terly performance... brilliant- 


ly acted.” Walter Kerr of the 
Herald-Tribune called it ‘only 
the shadow of a performance,” 
and suggested that the bomb 
blast in the second act should 
have occurred in the first be- 
cause it might have awakened 
the actors. Other views ranged 
in between. 

My own opinion is that while 
the cast fails to capture the 
lilt and rhythm of Irish speech, 
it is nevertheless, if you can 
forgive that fault, a powerfully 
and vividly acted play, with 
each of the raffish Dublin tene- 
ment characters projected 
sharply into life.

If you have some furniture 
that takes a beating and want 
a good durable finish, you can 
use this very same material 
that will look attractive, take 
wear and is easy to apply. 
What’s more, you can repair 
damages to a seal finish very 
easily—even if the damage is 
a cigarette burn. 

Before applying a seal to 
furniture the old finish must 
be removed and the wood 
sanded smooth. If you are 
working on furniture made of 
hardwood such as oak or 
maple, you apply a coat of the 
seal with a brush, let it soak 
in for a few minutes and then 
wipe off the excess with a 
clean cloth. 

Let the seal dry overnight 
and then buff with fine steel 
wool. Dust the surface clean 
and then apply another coat of 
clear seal. Let it dry overnight

If you are working with soft- 
wood such as pine, you should 
apply a coat of filler sealer to 
fill the open pores of the wood.

If you wish the color of the 
wood to be changed somewhat, 
this can be done with a stain 
before the first coat of sealer 
or the filler sealer. 

Chances are that once you've 
got this finish on furniture, you 
won't want to change it but if 
you do, you can apply paint or 
enamel right over the sealer.

FOUR OF SHOW BUSINESS’S biggest names—Jerry

were embroiled today in an old-fashioned movietown donny- 
brook over Fisher's TV It began with a battle over 
the kitchen sink and climaxed when Martin refused to ap- 
pear on Fisher’s show last night and his ex-partner Jerry 
jumped into the breach. 

Singer Martin excoriated Lewis for working for no 
money. Jerry said he made the appearance out of friend- 
ship and because it was Christmas—to which Martin said, 
“It’s a grandstand martyr play. He’s just trying to make 
me look bad.” 

Liz, whose front-page romance with Fisher rocked the 
movie colony, got into the act by making an unscheduled 
appearance backstage at the show—despite warnings by 
the network that she should stay away. She did not ap- 
pear before the cameras,

NBC officials earlier had warned Fisher not to 
invite Miss Tayior “because her appearance would 
seem to be flaunting things that are not too 
wholesome.” A network official said NBC might 
have to cancel the Fisher show because of the
